Tiie  true  inea.sure  of  performance  1)\  this  Board  i.s  not  fully  told  in  the 
operating  statements  herein.  Tliey  do  show  that  this  operation  produces  vast 
revenues  for  local,  state  and  federal  governments  in  addition  to  paying  the 
entire  costs  of  its  own  operations. 

Beyond  these  operating  statements  is  the  larger  picture.  This  inehides: 
(1)  The  challenges  given  to  the  state  In  the  voters  to  successfully  control  within 
a  beneficial  area  one  of  Montana  s  important  industries;  (2)  how  this  duty  has 
been  balanced  with  the  responsibility  of  sers'ing  the  General  Public's  necessities 
and  conxeniences,  and  (3)  how  great  a  stake  the  citizens  of  .Montana  have  in 
this  growing  Public  Enterprise  and  why  they  should  increase  their  interest  in  it, 
just  as  benefitting  stcK'kholders  would  in  an\  corporation. 

Therefore,  to  more  fully  present  this  record  year,  we  offer  this  .Annual 
Beport  in  as  clear  and  meaningful  form  as  we  can  make  it.

General  Review 


Revenue 

riic  Montana  Liiinor  C^ontrol  Board  wliidi  pro- 
\icli',s  till-  .si'concl  largest  .s{)iirci'  of  income  for  the 
state's  general  fnntl.  eompli'fccl  tlie  past  fiscal  year 
witli  the  greatest  distriliulioii  in  llie  liistor)'  ol  tiie 
de[)artinent. 

A  record  breaking  $9,175,26). SI  was  apportioned 
witli  $8,397.4 IS.3.3  going  to  the  stale  general  fund  and 
anotlier  $777,846.21  to  comities  and  cities  within  tiie 
state. 

V'alne  of  tlie  liipior  department  to  all  Montana 
taxpa\-ers  is  api)arent  in  the  fact  tliat  since  its  inception 
it  has  remitted  in  excess  of  156  inillion  dollars  to  the 
gt'neral  fund  for  operation  of  tiie  state. 

In  adtlition  another  six  million  dollars  ha\e  been 
distributed  to  comities  and  cities  since  1957  when  they 
were  allowed  by  legislative  action  to  participate  in 
state  liquor  revenue. 

Despite  the  increase  of  revenue  to  the  state,  effi- 
cient operation  has  averted  any  fundamental  price 
increase  at  the  retail  level. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  in  liard  liquor 
consumption  Montana  still  remains  fifth  lowest  among 
the  se\'enti'cn  control  states  and  eightii  lowest  in  the 
nation. 


Gross  Sales  &  Inventory  Comparison 

Montana's  gross  sales  for  the  past  tiscal  year 
totaled  $2.3.335,386. 00  exceeding  those  of  the  prexions 
fiscal  year  b\-  $1,350,611.00,  an  increase  of  6.14  per- 
cent. Net  rexenne  from  sales  slioxvs  an  increase  of 
$236,599.00  or  7.63  percent. 

Ax'erage  cost  of  warehouse  in\  entor\-  \\  as  reduced 
with  a  increased  rate  of  tnrnoxer  of  9.446  percent 
compared  to  a  six  \ear  average  tmnoxer  of  8.165  per- 
cent. 


Administration 

.Stewardship  of  Montana's  Licpior  Control  de- 
partment is  delegated  to  a  fixe  member  board,  anil 
an  administrator  xvho  .serves  as  ex-officio  secretary  to 
tlie  board  and  oversees  all  phases  of  the  operation  of 
the  department. 


Board  members  meet  in  two  day  sessions  once  a 
month  for  the  purpose  of  making  licpior  purchases  and 
coiulncting  hearings  in  eoniieelion  with  license  mat- 
ters, as  well  as  managing  any  other  (|nestioii  which 
nia\'  arise  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the 
Montana  ]i(|iii)r  control  act  and  tlie  Montana  beer 
act. 

Departmental  Operation 

Botii  central  oiliccs  and  central  warehouse  are 
located  in  one  building  in  lieleiia. 

All  accounting  for  the  entire  system  is  carried  on 
in  the  central  office  and  all  mercliandise  for  the  state's 
148  retail  outlets  is  handled  through  the  Helena 
warehouse. 

Stock  records  both  in  stores  and  warehouse  are 
maintained  and  controlled  mider  a  perpetual  inxcntory 
system  re(|uiring  monthly  phxsieal  inventories  and 
regular  audits.  .Mi  central  office  records  are  audited 
annually  by  the  state  banking  deparlment. 

Licensing  Division 

During  the  past  year  the  department's  licensing 
division  which  is  headed  by  the  assistant  administra- 
tor, issued  a  total  ol  1,355  l)eer  and  ii(|uor  licenses; 
147  on  premise  beer  licenses;  455  off  premise  beer 
licenses  and  70  wholesale  lieer  licenses. 

Populationwise  .Montana  has  one  tavern  for  every 
457  persons,  according  to  1962  population  estimate. 

Hearing  and  transfer  of  licenses  totaled  398  for 
the  year. 

Inspections  made  bv  the  division's  inspectors 
were  more  tliaii  24.000. 

Warehouse  Operation 

During  tiie  past  fiscal  vear  tiie  Helena  warehouse 
received  321  shipments  of  merchandise  b)-  rail  and 
truck,  totaling  487,984  cases. 

Outbound  shipments  to  state  stores  totaled  4100 
for  the  vear  representing  shipment  of  497,171  ca.ses. 

This  total  outbound  includes  8,388  repack  cases 
vvliich  are  cases  made  up  of  more  tiian  one  item  for 
smaller  outlets  which  cannot  handle  more  costiv  mer- 
chandise in  full  case  lots.

Montana's  first  self-service  liquor  store  located  in  West  Great  Falls  Shopping 
Center  (621  First  Avenue,  Northwest)  is  the  latest  and  perhaps  most  significant 
move  yet  taken  in  the  Board's  modernization  program.  Opened  June  1,  1966  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  able  to  offer  improved  service,  while  lowering  operating  costs.

Althongii  the  stores  iiandle  more  than  23  million 
dollars  in  litjiior  sales  there  are  onK  237  regnlar 
employees  throughout  the  stale. 

While  all  costs  of  warehonse  anil  central  ofliee 
operation  must  neeessariK-  he  pro-rated  against  tlie 
resenne  prodncing  stores,  profits  in  ratio  to  sales  in 
Montana  are  more  than  se\en  pcrecnt  greater  tlian 
till'  state  of  Wyoming  whieli  opriates  only  a  wart'- 
honse  and  no  stores. 

Montana's  stores  are  Knated  in  all  iount\'  seats 
as  proxided  by  law.  as  well  as  in  92  additional  loca- 
tions to  provide"  compiele  service  to  the  pnlilir. 

More  than  1200  stock  items  are  handled  in  the 
stores  giving  a  widi-  \ariet\  of  pnrchaser  selection. 
Special  orders  are  hanilled  in  instances  where  popn- 
laritx'  of  an  item  is  not  great  enough  to  warrant  regu- 
lar handling. 

Vendors  are  completiK  responsible  for  all  mer- 
chandise invoiced  to  them  from  the  central  office. 

A  steaiK'  program  of  modernization  has  been  in 
effect    as    finances    and    circumstances    warrant    and 


Montana  now  has  a  steadily  growing  nmnber  of  retail 
outlets  which  compare  lavorabK  in  attractivi-ni'ss  and 
convenience  with  anv  in  the  iudustrv'.
